The great gasoline crisis—or 
threatened crisis—has resulted in 
at least one noteworthy change in 
the American way of doing things: 
This has to be the first time in ad­ 
vertising history that an industry is 
asking its customers NOT to use its 
product, or to use as little of it as 
possible. 
Only a few years ago the major 
oil companies were sponsoring cam­ 
paigns aimed at encouraging Amer­ 
icans to get out on the road and see 
the country and drive, drive, drive. 
Today, some of them are running 
ads not only telling drivers how to 
cut down on gas consumption by 
adopting better driving habits, hav­ 
ing regular tune-ups, etc., but actu­ 
ally recommending that they leave 
their cars at home and take public 
transportation when they can or join 
a car pool. 
All of this, of course, is good pub­ 
lic relations as well as a public serv­ 
ice, for the oil companies can sell ev­ 
ery drop of gasoline they can refine 
today. 
Not surprisingly, automobile ad­ 
vertising has begun to latch onto the 
same theme, particularly by the 
makers of small foreign cars who 


are touting the miserly consumption 
characteristics of 
their models. 
Knowing a trend when they spot one, 
the sellers of all kinds of other pro­ 
ducts and services can be expected 
to join the crowd if the fuel shortage 
persists. 
Imagine, for instance, a conser­ 
vation-oriented ad campaign for a 
cigarette: “ If you’d walk a mile for 
a Gasper, then walk it! Don’t drive. 
Help save gasoline.’’ 
Or a car rental agency: “ We try 
harder to save gasoline by keeping 
our rental cars tuned in tip-top 
shape.” 
All levity aside, current gasoline 
advertising is not only something 
new under the American sun but a 
portent of what may lie ahead of us 
as minerals and resources short­ 
ages, the end of food surpluses, the 
need for pollution control and con­ 
cern over the environment all com­ 
bine to move the nation from an 
economy of abundance to, if not an 
economy of scarcity, at least of fru­ 
gality. 
Instead of “ Use it up, throw it 
away, get another,” it’s going to be 
“ Use it sparingly, make it last, do 
without.”

Vis iting a Ma fia Don

PALERMO, Sicily— The over­ 
lords of the Mafia world, reaching 
out to everywhere, are the Sicily 
Dons, and I visited a Don in his 
house near the town of Lercara 
Friddi. 
For nearly 700 years—since 
1281—Sicily, the locale of the Mafia’s 
antecedent, has been its historic 
stronghold. This is an island with not 
enough wood to hang a man, not 
enough water to drown a man, not 
enough earth to bury a man—a des­ 
perately stark, 
forbidding land­ 
scape. 
The Don’s house is just off a 
winding coast road in the bleak 
countryside beyond Castellammare. 
Any man with secrets like his can be 
very touchy about publicity and he 
said he did not want his name used, 
but he is obviously proud of his posi­ 
tion—a Don of the original Mafia of 
Sicily, called here The Honored So­ 
ciety. 
A Don? A member trains a son or 
relative in the caste’s philosophy, 
endorses him among the right peo­ 
ple and another member is gradual­ 
ly born. These are cemented togeth­ 
er under a Capo (Chief) Mafioso, al­ 
though a Capo is never formally 
elected. And if a Capo is prestigious 
enough and achieves sufficient in- 
house authority he may become a

Don—an elder in the vicious broth­ 
erhood. 
The Don sat at the head of a long 
living-room table, his face a prune of 
wrinkles. He began with the inevita­ 
ble Sicilian “ I am tired,” delivered 
with a heaving Sicilian shrug, and 
looked at me with those clever, very 
clever, eyes that conceal their cal­ 
culations and carry a coverup the 
size of neighboring Mt. Etna. 


With the Dons heré there is a 
strict protocol. He did much quiet 
bowing and indulged in the usual 
protestations of friendship (“ Mio 
am ico,” the wishes of good fortune— 
“ Auguri!” ) that can be so false. He 
spoke in the peculiar Sicilian ver­ 
nacular, saying, “ Gracio tanto, Con 
Piacaro; Gracia tanto, Con Piaca- 
ro” with a tight, thin little smile. 
“ Garbo” is an Italian word for keep­ 
ing opportunism within the bounds 
of credibility and the Sicilian Dons 
consider “ garbo” very important. 


You, in turn, are required to dis­ 
play just enough gusto, just enough 
restraint to show proper deference 
as a guest in the house. 
The noisy or gaudy Mafioso is de­ 
tested. The rule here is to be totally 
conformist. The Don wore the ex­ 
pected black shoes of soft Italian 
leather, highly polished; the impli­ 
cation being, I suppose, that he—in 
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"Rememb er when it was 'F o u r Millio n '? Makes you feel 
o ld , d o esn 't it? "

WASHINGTON (NEA)— Great 
concern is developing in political 
circles that Watergate may touch off 
an epidemic of fault-finding which 
could mar in some degree even the 
cleanest politicians. 
My recent conversations here 
and in New York with political spe­ 
cialists and with some of the evi­ 
dently cleanest governors I know 
(Republican, it happens, in this in­ 
stance) brought out this heightened 
worry. 
None wants to sweep Watergate 
under the rug or pretend that there 
is not deep popular distrust of poli­ 
tics and government, not to mention 
most other U.S. institutions. 
Neverheless, these men fear that, 
carried to its ultimate, this conta­ 
gion of distrust could prove grossly 
self-destructive in American socie­ 
ty. Indeed, there is feeling that 
the momentum in this direction is 
already almost irresistible. 
What, for example, are Ameri­ 
cans going to do about choosing a 
president in 19 76 ? Go “ outside the 
system” and find some magic Mr. 
Clean to occupy the White House? 
Where? In the business commu­ 
nity where so many leaders are be­ 
ing faulted for transgressions rang­ 
ing from financial shenanigans to 
polluting the atmosphere? In the 
medical profession, where some 
prestigious doctors get nailed for in­ 
come tax evasion and overcharging 
is considered common? In the aca­ 
demic world, where professors steal 
each others’ research and fight like 
alley cats for status and advance­ 
ment? 
The politicians currently trou­ 
bled by the contagion of distrust are 
doubtful, then, that any quest for 
outsiders will turn up a spotless 
hero. And the “clean” governors I 


spoke to think that neither they nor 
any other visibly shiny politician 
could escape at least faint smudging 
from the sort of scrutiny to be ex­ 
pected in a 19 76 presidential race. 
The view is growing, therefore, 
that any quick switch to some magi­ 
cally pure realm, separated sharply 
from the ugliness which Watergate 
symbolizes in extreme form, is the 
sheerest illusion. 
The pragmatic expectation of 
these men is that the 19 76 president­ 
ial nominees of both major parties 
will be drawn from the catalogue of 
already-known prospects. 
For seasoned campaigners are 
willing to say, for instance, that Wa­ 
tergate has crucially crippled the 
hopes of either Vice President Ag- 
new or presidential confidant John 
B. Connally—or that the remem­ 
bered wounds of Chappaquiddick in­ 
capacitate Sen. Edward Kennedy 
decisively for the coming race. 
Maybe men like Republican Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller (so conspicuous­ 
ly wealthy as to be above financial 
suspicion) or clean-looking Demo­ 
cratic Sen. Walter Mondale of Min­ 
nesota are advantaged—but maybe 
not. 
The experienced men who voice 
concern over Watergate’s epidemic 
potential think change for the better 
will come very slowly. They earn­ 
estly believe—and evidence abounds 
to support them—that politicians are 
not a special breed of sinners, that 
the nation will get on the road back 
when the strong points of the best of 
them are not merely recognized but 
encouraged. 
Indeed, some argue that the 
worst among the many transgres­ 
sions of the Watergate plotters is an 
incredible narrowness of vision to­ 
tally foreign t o the balance vital to 
politics. 


common with the other Dons—is an 
unlaboring man who does not have 
to walk in the dust or mud; the care­ 
fully creased trousers; his well-tai­ 
lored dark suit; his white Italian-silk 
handkerchief; his polishing of fin­ 
gernails on his sleeve. 
The Don could have come direct­ 
ly out of the lower strata of Giuseppe 
di Lampedusa’s great story of the 
Sicilian prince, “ The Leopard,” 
backed by generations of illicit prep­ 
aration. 
Generations of Sicilians and their 
Mediterranean cousins speak of a 
French soldier serving here under 
the hated Angevin prince’s occupy­ 
ing forces in 1282. He raped and 
killed a young Palermo woman on 
her way to church for her marriage. 
The bridegroom hunted down the 
Frenchman, killed him and was 
himself killed by the prince’s body­ 
guards. 
As this news spread, the Paler- 
mos cut down any French they could 
find in this island’s bloodiest m assa­ 
cre. 
The bridegroom’s scream was 
“ Morte alia Francia Italia anala”— 
“ Death to the French is Italy’s cry.” 
The initials of this cry are the leg­ 
endary source of the word Mafia. 
It developed into an 18th century 
underground resistance movement 
against the Bourbon rulers function- 


ing at Naples. The only Italian safe­ 
ty was through the trusted, close- 
knit families. 


When an Italian king of the 186 0s 
unified Italy and Sicily the Mafia no 
longer had a foreign occupation 
force to combat. But taking the 
name of the Cosa Nostra and adopt­ 
ing a blood-and-fire initiation ritual 
and black hand symbol, it remained 
organized for murder, extortiop, 
smuggling, and all hideous crime 
behind its quiet facade. The ritual 
involved the Sicilian phrase, “ Vene­ 
rare Omertà”—roughly translated, 
respect the law of Omertà, an oath óf 
allegiance and silence. 


The American consul here tells 
me that a Sicilian Don’s first warn­ 
ing that you are in fatal trouble is to 
quietly put his bent forefinger into 
his mouth and clinch his teeth over 
it. But the particularly hated enemy 
is murdered in an ancient Sicilian 
and particularly cruel way, instant­ 
ly recognized by the Sicilian police. 
He is forced to strangle by sash 
cords noosed around his neck and 
tied to his ankles, which are doubled 
up behind him. This, however, is 
never applied here to the brother­ 
hood’s members. According to Sicil­ 
ian custom, they must be killed im­ 
mediately and without warning.

Vindic a ting Hoov e r

In his last years as the director of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
John Edgar Hoover was under at­ 
tack from all sides. The press—or at 
least some parts of it—the academic 
community, and the Liberal Estab­ 
lishment were on his back. He was 
charged with unrestrained use of 
electronic surveillance, an obsession 
with subversion, and lack of interest 
in organized crime and civil rights 
violation. 
At this time, ironically, Hoover 
was feuding with his second in com­ 
mand, William J. Sullivan. A gung- 
ho FBI man, Sullivan wanted more 
emphasis placed on Communist sub­ 
version, less on crime and civil 
rights, and heavy use of wire taps. 
Hoover took the opposite position. 
Crochety as he had become in his de­ 
clining years, he still thought in 
terms of the FBI image and was do­ 
ing what he could to keep attacks on 
the bureau down to a minimum. He 
had also been warned by the then 
Atty. Gen., John Mitchell, to avoid 
controversy. 
When Sullivan ignored Hoover’s 
orders there were some bad scenes 
between the two men, and eventual­ 
ly the assistant director was fired. 
This was the signal for a spate of 
new attacks on Hoover as martinet 
and tyrant—an unbending old man 
who gave his associates no play of 
independence, who could tolerate no 
differences of opinion. Sullivan was 
depicted as the “ new blood” at­ 
tempting to shape the bureau along 
the lines of a changing society. 
Hoover was described as unrea­ 
sonable and vindictive when rumors 
began circulating in Washington 
that he had locked Sullivan out of his 
office, and there were editorials de­ 
crying the director’s treatment of a 
subordinate. Locking Sullivan out of 
his office, FBI critics said, was an 
indication of Hoover’s paranoia. 
In researching my latest book, 
“ J. Edgar Hoover, The Man in His 
Time,” I tried to get to the bottom of 
the Sullivan story. I had known 
Hoover well enough to find highly 
unlikely what was then an unsub­ 
stantiated story. Either it was un­ 
true or there was more to it than 
what had surfaced. But Hoover 
would discuss nothing with me, once 
he learned that I was writing a book 
about him. And the bureau was still 
too disciplined to leak anything. 
Therefore, I simply reported the 


Sullivan episode as an unchecked 
rumor., 
Under L. Patrick Gray, FBI mor­ 
ale was virtually destroyed and in­ 
formation gushed from its windows 
and doors. Reams of raw files, sac: 
rosanct in the Hoover days, turned 
up in the possession of Jack Ander­ 
son and were brandished on TV proi 
grams. And, in the course of the Wa­ 
tergate controversy, the Sullivan 
locked door incident was revived—^ 
but with a difference. The press 
gave it passing notice, and only as it 
related to Watergate. 
Here are the facts—and they vin­ 
dicate J. Edgar Hoover: 


During an FBI investigation of 
leaks from the White House of na­ 
tional security information, tapsi. 
were placed on the phones of a num-/ 
ber of staffers in the Executive of­ 
fices. Copies of the transcripts were" 
given by Sullivan to an assistant at­ 
torney general, but he kept the origin 
nals himself and probably still has" 
them. When Sullivan was fired, he 
was planning to take with him six 
file cabinets of secret FBI summar­ 
ies—an act that would have been un­ 
ethical, audacious, and illegal—to 
use in a book he planned to write. 
It was only when Hoover learned 
of Sullivan’s plan that he put a lock 
on the office door, thereby prevent­ 
ing the m ass removal of secret files.* 
(It should be recalled that when 
President Nixon’s two top aides, 
John Ehrlichman and H. R. Halde- 
man “ resigned,” the FBI put guards 
over their office files so that they 
could not be stripped of evidential 
matter.) In short, Hoover was pro­ 
tecting the FBI files from unauthor­ 
ized disclosure of their contents. He 
was being neither vindictive nor* 
paranoid, but simply doing his duty. - 


That Hoover remained silent 
when he was being berated by his 
critics for the Sullivan affair further 
vindicates him. He could have made 
the facts public, but it was his policjr 
never to wash the FB I’s linen in pub­ 
lic. He faced the music with no word 
of explanation. Sullivan made nq, 
move to set the record straight. 
When there were press reports re­ 
cently that the transcripts of the 
White House taps had been de-'; 
stroyed, presumably by Hoover, he 
volunteered no information, did not 
clear Hoover. Not very nice.

Garden centers offer them 
today in flats or small seed 
box es, ready for transplanting 
according to y our own design. 
Bedding plants are just 
another ex ample of the con­ 
v enience packaging which has 
become an integral part of our 
busy , daily liv es. They might be 
compared to frozen foods. J ust 
as succulent v egetables are 
brought through the stages of 
growth, 
cultiv ation 
and 
preparation to the point where 
little more than water and a 
pan are necessary for enjoy ­ 
ment, so these flowers are 
seeded in the proper soil, under 
controlled conditions of heat 
and light, and prepared for a 
smooth transition to y our 
window box , garden or patio 
planter for max imum pleasure. 
You need to prov ide little more 
than water and the garden bed.

By GAYNOR MADDOX 
Today we are told our 
children don’t eat enough 
wholesome food.

That report 
comes from the U.S. Public 
Health Serv ice. 
American 
children, white and black, are 
just plain BIG. 
Our white children are in the 
top group, both in height and 
weight, 
as 
com pared 
to 
European children. Our black 
children appear to be taller 
than their tallest African 
counterparts. 
In fact, there has been a 
steady and regular increase in 
the height and weight of 
American children ov er the 
past 90 y ears. 
During this 
period there has been an 
av erage increase of 10 per cent 
in height and 15 to 30 per cent 
in weight.

eat enough nutritious foods to 
grow (m i, despite their lamented 
constant snacking. 
“ I would like to suggest to 
Mr. MacDonald, if there is such 
a person, that besides ham­ 
burger and french fries, he add 
a few spoonfuls of peas and 
scoop of cole slaw to his famous 
plate. Then 
the rav enous 
hamburger fans would get 
more v egetables with their 
snacks and would probably 
grow ev en taller,” say s Dr. 
Fredrick J . Stare, chairman 
of Harv ard’s Department of 
Nutrition. 
“ Pizzas, ham burgers and 
small beef pies are O.K. as 
food. So are many other snacks. 
But only when other foods are 
eaten, too,” Dr. Stare ex plains. 
“ Children needs lots of calcium 
(milk and milk products such 
as cheese and ice cream) phos­ 
phorus and protein in their 
diets. Lots of fruit, also. Too 
much fast food won’t supply 
enough. That’s why home 
meals are essential, too.” 
The Public Health Serv ice 
states that between big cities 
and 
sm all 
farm ing 
com ­ 
munities there is no significant 
difference in height or weight 
among children of otherwise 
similar socioeconomic back­ 
grounds — meaning among 
children with the same life 
sty les. 
“ The higher the family in­ 
come, the taller and heav ier the 
children will tend to be. But 
that doesn’t necessarily mean 
the children will be taller and 
heav ier if they persist in 
inadequate eating habits,” the 
Harv ard scientist warns. 
“ Likewise, the better edu­ 
cated the parents are, the taller 
and 
heav ier 
the 
children 
usually are. But not necessarily 
so — unless the parents use 
their superior knowledge of 
nutrition and feed the children 
accordingly . 
“ Certainly , the more there is 
to spend on food and the greater 
the amount of intelligence in 
the 
family , 
the 
better 
the 
chances 
are 
for 
superior 
growth and weight among the 
children. 
“ But only if those children 
are guaranteed an ample 
supply of milk 
and 
milk 
products, fruits and v egetables, 
good cereals and first class 
protein. Snacks and quick 
serv ice foods don’t supply 
enough of these. The family 
refrigerator must supply the 
remainder—the v ery essential 
remainder,” he insists. 
(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.)

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
You may wonder why Charles 
Bronson, that international' 
hero, doesn’t do a television 
series. The answer is simple: 
he costs too much. 
And he admits it, with a kind 
of understandable pride. 
“They don’t hound me to do a 
series,” he says. “When they 
find out what I earn they don’t 
bother me. I don’t think I’ll ever 
do (me—not even a mini-series. 
Besides the money thing I don’t 
like them. There’s too much 
formula to series and I hate 
that.” 
He was shooting another of 
his (formula?) movies, about a 
cop and a gangster. This one is 
called “The Complete State of 
Death,” and it’s being directed 
by Michael Winner, who was at 
the helm of Bronson’s “Hie 
Mechanic.” 
Winner is one of the fastest 
directors. He prides himself in 
his speed. As usual, he was 
ahead of schedule and the 
schedule called for 78 Los 
Angeles locations in 46 days. 
He was shooting in Echo 
Park, a little oasis of apart­ 
ments, built around a lake, only 
an orange-throw from down­ 
town Los Angeles. By the af­ 
ternoon, he would be finished 
here and move to a location in 
Pasadena. He’d shoot a scene 
and, within 10 minutes, be 
ready for the next one. 
Bronson didn’t have much 
chance to relax and get the sun. 
He kept moving his chair and 
his picnic basket full of snacks 
around, following the sun. 
“We’re moving right along,” 
Wirtner said. “I’m a week 
ahead of schedule. On most 
productions, there’s a lot of 
time wasted on lighting. I 
always lean on my lighting 
cameraman. 
“We’re doing 30 scenes a day. 
I heard of a much cheapo* film 
which is doing only eight. 
That’s ridiculous — if we can do 


30 perfectly well they surely 
can do more than eight. I don’t 
work fast to save money. I 
enjoy working quickly.” 
Bronson shifted his chair 
again and stuck his face up to 
catch the sun. 
“I have no desire,” he said, 
“to do anything more im­ 
portant or weighty. All that is 
so much nonsense. That’s why 
Shakespeare isn’t successful 
with the general public. The 
best acting isn’t groaning or 
yelling or crying. The best 
acting is subtlety. 
“Acting — if you’re suc­ 
cessful at it — is the greatest 
career in the world. If you’re 
not successful, it’s terribly 
frustrating. The best actors 
I’ve ever seen were not suc­ 
cessful. They haven’t been able 
to sell themselves and that’s 
half of being a successful ac­ 
tor.” 
Bronson has sold himself. 
Around 
the 
world, 
he’s 
probably today’s most suc­ 
cessful actor although his 
reputation here has yet to catch 
up to the rest of the world. 
Even though overseas he’s 
the biggest, he and his wife, Jill 
Ireland, would rather stay here 
and work here. He always can 
find something to do here, 
which is why he’s in “The 
Complete State of Death” at the 
moment. 
It is, as Winner says, “a 
meat-and-potatoes 
picture.” 
The English director accuses 
Hollywood of being “scared to 
take chances these days and 
artistic ideas are out — 
Hollywood is sticking to the 
tried-and-true.” 
This film is a production of 
the famed Italian movie­ 
maker, Dino DeLaurentiis, the 
first of a slate of seven he is 
planning to make in the U.S. 
“Los Angeles is my least 
favorite city,” Winner says, 
“but economics dictate that we 
shoot here. The crew lives at

House approval to teacher strike bill 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - 
School boards would be p rohib­ 
ited from hiring substitutes for 
striking p ublic school teachers 
under leg islation ap p rov ed by 
the Illinois House. 
The House v oted 94-41 Friday 
to ap p rov e a bill sp onsored by 
Rep . Thomas Hanahan, D- 
McHenry , 
the 
chief 
labor 
sp okesman in that chamber 
and a p rop onent of collectiv e 
barg aining rig hts for all p ublic 
emp loy es. 
The bill would allow teachers 
to join any union or association 
and to collectiv ely barg ain with 
school boards, and would p ro­ 
hibit 
boards 
from 
dis- 
rcriminating ag ainst them for 
-doing so. 
“In 1973, y ou would not think 
that p eop le would be dis­ 
criminated 
ag ainst 
because 
they chose to join an org an­ 
ization,” Hanahan said. “But 
this is the case in the teaching 
industry .” 
le Hanahan ex tolled the 


bill as one which merely g av e 
teachers the rig ht to freely join 
any g toup they want, op p onents 
seized up on the final clause of 
the bill, which p rohibits the hir­ 
ing of rep lacements for strik­ 
ers. 
“You’re authorizing for the 
first time in Illinois the rig ht of 
teachers to strike,” Rep . Henry 
Hy de, R-Park Ridg e, warned. 
“You’re not only g iv ing leg is­ 
lativ e sanction to the teachers 
to strike, but y ou’re p rohibiting 
the hiring of any body to come 
in and rep lace striking teach­ 
ers,” he said. 
While the arg ument won sev ­ 
eral v otes ag ainst the bill, it 
was not enoug h to defeat it. 
Hanahan said his bill had the 
backing of the Illinois Feder­ 
ation of Teachers and the Il­ 
linois Education Association, 
two of the states’s larg est 
teacher g roup s. 
Earlier in the session, the 
House defeated a Hanahan bill 
which would hav e g ranted col­ 


lectiv e barg aining rig hts to all 
p ublic emp loy es. 
Two bills, one of them con­ 
taining a no-stroke clause, are 
p resently in a Senate subcom­ 
mittee. The Senate has tradi­ 
tionally 
p rov en 
a 
resting 
g round for collectiv e barg ain­ 
ing bills. 
A number of bills g ranting 
collectiv e barg aining rig hts to 
sp ecial classes of p ublic em ­ 
p loy es are before each cham ­ 
ber. 
The House Ex ecutiv e Com­ 
mittee 
Thursday 
nig ht 
ap ­ 
p rov ed the latest of these bills, 
one which would allow p olice­ 
men to org anize and barg ain. 
The House also p assed 135 -8 a 
$28 0,000 ap p rop riation for com­ 
p letion of renov ation work be­ 
g un in 1971 on the g ov ernor’s 
mansion. 
The Senate had the day off 
and both chambers were sched­ 
uled to return to work Monday , 
beg inning the last six weeks of 
the session. 


The House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee ap p rov ed sev eral bills, 
among them ones which would 
set up a statewide p robation 
sy stem administered by the 
courts. 
That bill, sp onsored by com­ 
mittee chairman Brian Duff, R- 
Wilmette, was ap p rov ed 19-0. 
Another bill which would p ro­ 
v ide a direct state subsidy for 
the current county p robation 
sy stem was ap p rov ed 12-7. It 
was sp onsored by Rep . Susan 
Catania, R-Chicag o. 
The committee defeated 10-8 
a bill which would hav e allowed 
state’s attorney s to authorize 
wiretap s without consulting any 
of the p arties inv olv ed. 
Current state law 
allows 
wiretap s when the state’s attor­ 
ney g ets p ermission from a 
court and notifies one of the 
p arties inv olv ed of the wiretap . 
The bill, which p romp ted op ­ 
p onents to cite ap p arent misuse 
of wiretap s at the federal lev el 
in the Waterg ate case, had 


been sp onsored by Rep . Georg e 
Sang meister, D-Joliet. 
The committee v oted 10-1 to 
ap p rov e a bill sp onsored by 
Rep . Roman Kosinski, D-Chi- 
cag o, to ban the sale of cheap 
handg uns. 
It also ap p rov ed bills setting 
standards for state licensing of 
clinics for abortions and to re­ 
quire p hy sicians to ex p lain to 
p ersons seeking an abortion 
what the imp lications of the op ­ 
eration are before he p erforms 
it. 
The House Ex ecutiv e Com­ 
mittee ap p rov ed another cam ­ 
p aig n disclosure bill. 
Sp onsored by Rep . James 
Houlihan, D-Chicag o, the bill 
would require all candidates to 
disclose camp aig n ex p enditures 
and contributions of $5 0 or 
more. 
It was ap p rov ed 12-1. 
The committee also ap p rov ed 
a bill which would desig nate 
Feb. 15 as a holiday honoring 
feminist Susan R Anthony .

He 
went home to Houston for a couple of day s this week and came back 
with some remedies for his sick engine. He’s also been out in his 
backup Coy ote-Foy t and hummed a lap of a 19 4.47 0 miles per hour 
Friday . 
His four-lap qualify ing av erage in his No. 1 car—another Coy - 
ote-Foy t—was 188.9 27 v .p.h. Twenty -three other driv ers made the 
field along with Foy t last Saturday and six more on Sunday , with a 
combined av erage speed of 19 2.57 2 m.p.h. 
Only Sam Posey , a former road-racer from San J uan Capistra­ 
no, Calif., was slower than Foy t. Posey , who was preparing a new 
Eagle he bought this week, felt it was inev itable he would be 
bumped with a 187 .9 21 m.p.h. av erage. 
Foy t wouldn’t giv e up that easily on his No. 1 car. 
"I’m going to play it cool. I hav en’t been bumped y et. And 
there’s a possibility I wouldn’t be in any case. I hav en’t seen many 
cars capable of doing it,” Foy t said. 
The program was scheduled to open at noon EDT, and the three 
open spots were ex pected to be filled quickly .

(AP) - 
Lawmakers in a Ho use co m­ 
mittee hav e balked at appro v ­ 
ing a bill to allo w ho rse racing 
o n Sunday s. 
Butv members o f the Illino is 
Ho use Ex ecutiv e Co mmittee 
did appro v e Thursday , 16 -6 , a 
measure spo nso red by Rep. Ho ­ 
race Calv o , D-Granite City , to 
allo w racetracks to o perate 
y ear-ro und. 
The co mmittee refused to ap­ 
pro v e two bills spo nso red by 
Rep. Ro bert J uckett, R-Park 
Ridge, which wo uld hav e taken 
away the po wer o f the Illino is 
Racing Bo ard to allo cate racing 
dates. 
It referred tho se bills to the 
interim study calendar which 
will allo w the bills to be studied 
after the current sessio n ends. 
The co mmittee also rejected 
ano ther Calv o bill to repeal a 
sectio n o f the state racing laws 
which require track o perato rs 
to pay state admissio n fees to 
tracks. 
That bill was killed in a 14-4 
v o te. 
On the Sunday racing bill, 
Calv o argued that tracks co uld 
be ex pected to take in $2 mil­ 
lio n in bets with a po rtio n o f 


that figure go ing to the state. 
He said that in Califo rnia, 
betting has increased by 17 per 
cent by allo wing Sunday rac­ 
ing. 
Rep. Henry Klo sak, R-Cicero , 
where two racetracks are lo ­ 
cated, 
argued 
that 
racing 
sho uld no t be allo wed o n Sun­ 
day s, say ing ‘‘Sunday is the 
o nly day the peo ple o f Cicero 
can get o ut and breathe so me 
fresh air.” 


Rep. Geo rge Ray Hudso n, R- 
Hinsdale, said church-go ing and 
no t gambling sho uld be enco ur­ 
aged fo r Sunday s.
